If Greenwich Council is 
planning to widen the A202 then 
residents should be told now, 


not when the tunnel has been 
built.

The start of work on the 
tunnel is the next important 
piece in the jigsaw which 
is all set to give Greenwich 
modern and efficient 
transport links. 

And last Friday civic 
leaders paid a fact-finding 
visit to Plumstead to see 
the tunnelling work taking 
place. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of 
the royal borough, said: “This 
is an important landmark 
in our plans to provide 
Royal Greenwich with an 
integrated transport system 
that will open up south-east 
London and maximise our 
potential. The UK economy 
as a whole will benefit as 
well, as at long last we will 
have better connections and 
faster links between west 
and east London.” 

Andrew Wolstenholme, 
Crossrail’s chief executive, 
said: “The start of tunnelling 
in south-east London marks 
another milestone for 
Crossrail, a project that will 
transform public transport 
in and around the capital. 
For the first time people 
living between Abbey Wood 
and the Royal Docks will be 
able to travel right through 
the centre of the capital 
without having to change 
trains, bringing Canary 


Wharf, the West End and 
Heathrow closer than ever 
before.” 

The train tunnel will run 
alongside the north Kent 
railway line under Pettman 
Crescent. It will then run to 
north Woolwich, with a new 
tunnel constructed under 
the Thames. 

The section to Woolwich 
should be finished by the 
summer. Once the first 
section of tunelling to 
Woolwich is complete, a 
second boring machine, 
called ‘Mary’, will construct 
a second tunnel alongside 
the first. Between them, 
Sophia and Mary will 
excavate over half a million 
tonnes of material.

• THE tunnel borer at 
Plumstead will move forward 
at an average 1 00 metres a 
week, operated by 20-strong 
tunnel gangs working in 
shifts - 1 2 on the boring 
machine itself and eight 
working between the rear 

of the machine to the tunnel 
entrance. 'Sophia' has a 
rotating cutter head at the 
front, and as the machine 
advances forwards pre-cast 
concrete segments are put in 
place to form concrete rings to 
line the tunnel. The segments 
are positioned with millimetre 
precision and held in place by 
hydraulic rams.

Crossroads for 
bridge campaign 


AS the Crossrail project 
gathers steam, the Bridge 
the Gap campaign for 
two new crossings over 
the Thames is gaining 
momentum. 

The royal borough, working 
with Newham Council north 
of the river, is convinced 
it is the only solution to 
ease the severe daily traffic 
congestion, cut pollution 
and open up east London 
to more business and 
prosperity. 

Supporters say a new 
tunnel between Greenwich 
Peninsula and Silvertown, 
and a new bridge at Gallions 
Reach between Beckton and 
Thamesmead, will boost this 
part of London's prospects 
to grow and prosper. They 
say a bridge at Gallions 
Reach would make is easier 
to get to 40 sites either 
side of the river, boosting 
development prospects. 


and creating around 20,000 
jobs. A Silvertown Tunnel 
would provide much needed 
relief to traffic congestion 
at the Blackwall Tunnel and 
support the development 
of Greenwich Peninsula and 
Royal Docks. Between central 
London and the M25 heading 
west, there are 25 bridge 
crossings over the Thames. 
But from Tower Bridge to 
Dartford, there are just two. 
Transport for London is 
consulting on the river 
crossings package until 
February 1. Its proposals 
include a ferry at Gallions 
Reach and tunnel at 
Silvertown. Both councils 


believe these proposals do 
not go far enough. They want 
residents and businesses to 
give strong support to the 
fixed link crossings between 
Beckton and Thamesmead 
and the Silvertown Tunnel. 
These are also being backed 
by business leaders, who say 
they would transform the 
economic potential of the old 
industrial sites on both sides 
of the Thames.

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Green light for new stores in Charlton

A NEW retail park at the 
riverside in Charlton has 
been given the go ahead, 
which will see Sainsbury ’s 
and Marks and Spencer 
open new stores. 

Both schemes were given 
the green light by the royal 
borough’s planning board 
last Wednesday, (January 9). 

The retail centre, to be built 
by developers LXB, is all part 
of the Charlton riverside 
masterplan, and is expected 
to create hundreds of new 
jobs. The old buildings on 
the site will be bulldozed. 

Sainsbury’s will relocate 
from its Bugsby’s Way site, 
which they are unable to 
extend due to the design of 
the store. The new store will 
have a wider range of goods, 
including the popular TU 
clothing range. The store will 
also operate a goods online 
service, with around 42 vans 
delivering groceries locally. 

“We are very pleased 
that planning has been 
granted by the council,” said 
Lisa Poyser, Sainsbury’s 


Development Surveyor. 
“Colleagues working at 
the Bugsby’s Way store 
will be invited to relocate 
to the new one in Charlton 
and the current store will 
remain open until the day 
the new store opens.” 

The new Marks and 
Spencer is to be split over 
two floors and have a food 
hall, a clothing department, 
homewares and furniture. 
The development site, north 
of Woolwich Road and west 
of Gallions Road, Charlton, 
is set to have space for a 
mix of smaller retail units. 


Planners say that 
replacing the current poor- 
quality retail, warehouse 
and industrial buildings 
with modern retail units 
would help make full use 
of the under-used site 
and provide much-needed 
jobs for local people. 

A decision on the scheme 
was due to have been taken 
on November 29, but it was 
deferred so that councillors 
could visit the site and 
get reassurance that the 
development would not 
damage shops in Woolwich 
and other local town centres. 


Greenwich 
Park closed 
to traffic 

THE Royal Parks have announced 
that Greenwich Park will be closed 
to through traffic for 1 1 weeks for 
improvement works to roads and 
footpaths. 

Work was due to start on January 
1 4 and continue until March 28. 
Although the car park remains open. 
The Avenue through route will be 
closed to all vehicles, motorists and 
cyclists. 

The upgrade includes: 

• resurfacing of the park's road 
network from Blackheath Gate to St 
Mary's Gate 

• Removing and relaying 500m of 
granite gully along both sides of The 
Avenue 

• Resurfacing all parking bays on 
Blackheath Avenue. 

The road works run alongside the 
final phase of works at Blackheath 
Gate, including traffic calming 
measures on Charlton Way, a serious 
accident black-spot for cyclists. 

Park manager Graham Dear 
told GT:"This programme of 
works, including the footpath 
Improvements, is part of a major 
Improvement programme for 
Greenwich Park and the southern 
approach to the World Heritage 
Site. Unfortunately, it does mean 
disruption to the use of park roads 
and will impact outside the park, 
but the scale of work means the only 
safe option is to close the park to 
through traffic." 

Signs informing locals of the road 
closures were erected in the park 
last Wednesday. 

Greenwich Council was 
disappointed that no prior warning 
or information had been available 
so that motorists and cyclists could 
be advised to find alternative routes. 
It has sought an urgent meeting to 
discuss appropriate measures to 
reduce the impact on local residents. 


Health report proposes 
closure of hospital trust 

THE administrator's report 
on the future of the NHS 
in south-east London was 
handed to the Secretary of 
State for Health last week, 

(January 7). 

The submission recommends 
that the South London 
Healthcare Trust is broken 
up, and that the Lewisham 
Hospital's A&E department is 
closed. 

Under the new plans, the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
Woolwich and Lewisham 
Healthcare Trust would join 
together to serve the residents 
of Greenwich and Lewisham. 

The South London Healthcare 
Trust was losing a reported 
£1 .3million a week before 


it went into administration 
in July 201 2. The paper 
also recommends that any 
debts are written off by the 
Department of Health so new 
organisations are not'saddled 
with the issues of the past'. 
Consultations attended by the 
special administrator, Matthew 
Kershaw, were held in the local 
community before the report 
was finalised at the turn of the 
year. 

Health secretary Jeremy Hunt 
has until February 1 to review 
the recommendations and 
make a decision on the future 
of the trust.

CHARLTON Athletic Community 
Trust celebrates its 20th birthday next 
month, and its newest ambassador, 
Capital Radio DJ Dave Berry, is 
organising the birthday hash. 

“We’ve managed to get the Indigo2 for the 
gig,” he told GT: “We’ve got Sky coming 
down for the event, as Dickie Davies is a 
big supporter of the trust. It’s a chance 
for all those people who’ve worked for the 
trust for 20 years to get together and have a 
well-earned glass of champagne.” 

Oily Murs is headlining the show on 
February 11, and the trust has organised 
its very own talent competition, the 
winner of which will be playing on the 
same stage on the night. 

“What I’m working on is an X Factor-style 
competition and I want us to make a band 
or an artist that will be supported by the 
work of other young people,” the Capital 
Radio DJ said. “People who are interested 
in fashion or clothes will get to create a 
look for the winner, people who are into the 
media will find interviews with local press 
and radio. The people that are interested 
in film, we’ll get them involved in making 
the video. It’s basically like School of 
Rock... but in south-east London... and I’m 
the Jack Black character.” 

Dave was made youth ambassador for the 
community charity in April 2012, when the 
trust took over the running of local youth 
services on behalf of the royal borough. 

It now runs services in term time and 
during the school holidays at local youth 
hubs and venues around the borough. 

“When they asked me to be an 
ambassador it was a real honour,” he said. 
“One of the first things I got to do was 
host proceedings on the pitch when we got 
promoted from League One. 

“There was not only Richard Rufus back 
for the day, but there was Alan Curbishley. 
I introduced him to rapturous applause 
from 25,000 fans, he then came out and I 
extended my hand for him to shake, but 


he completely ignored me!” Dave got to 
cut the ribbon at the trust’s new centre, 
Valley Central, but his main role at CACT 
is helping young people in the community. 

“Getting involved in youth services’ 
side of the trust is about giving young 
people opportunities to realise that there 
are things to do,” he said. “In such tough 
times if you are a young person looking 
beyond education, we’re trying to give 
young people as many opportunities as we 
can. And because it’s Charlton, it’s great 
at supporting the disabled children as well 
- we’ve got football coaches and facilities 
and training grounds.” 

Dave’s hoping there will be more big- 
name acts added to the gig. “I’m currently 
working on a couple of other bands and 
I might stick some stand-up comedy in 
there as well. 

“I’m looking at calling in a few friends, 
and the angle I’m going with is: ‘If you 


don’t agree to do this for me I won’t be 
playing your new single on the Capital 
breakfast show!’ So I’m going for the hard, 
aggressive tactic on this one. 

“I’m very lucky where I work and I’ve 
got a lot of contacts which can hopefully 
get the young people a bit further down 
the line. Above all hopefully they’ll learn 
something from it and it will be fun.” 

Dave was born and bred in SE7, but he’s 
got a chilling confession. “I’m not quite 
a lifelong fan if I’m totally honest,” he 
admitted. “I’ve never told anyone this, 
but as a boy I was a Gooner. I became a 
Charlton fan was when they returned to 
the Valley when I was 13, and I’ve loved 
them ever since.”

Bloom time in West Greenwich as the 
Orchard Estate gets a mega makeover

RESIDENTS on the Orchard 
Estate in West Greenwich 
have helped transform 
unused outdoor space around 
their blocks of flats into 
attractive features that can be 
used by the whole 800 -strong 
community. 

They now have an outdoor 
gym, a seating area where they 
can meet up, and new walkways. 
There is also a new orchard where 
different types of fruit can be 
grown, and a community food 
garden. 

The new features were opened 
by the Mayor, Cllr David Grant, 
along with Cllr Steve Offord, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
housing. Fitness coaches were 
also on hand to guide residents on 
how to use and benefit from the 
gym equipment. 

The project was kicked off 
by the Orchard Tenants’ and 
Residents’ Association with 
support from the royal borough, 


winners of a £50,000 grant from 
Transform, which provides grants 
to community groups in Olympic 
host boroughs to turn green and 
open spaces into community use. 

Volunteers helped lay out the 
seating area, using old paving 
slabs from the site. The orchard 
was planted by the residents, with 
many adopting a tree. 

Cllr Harry Singh, cabinet 
member for Greener Greenwich, 
said: “It is great to see how 
residents of all ages have become 
so actively involved in this project 
from the outset, and it’s this sense 
of community involvement which 
has made it such a great success. 

“They now have excellent new 
outdoor facilities including a 
brilliant new community garden 
and orchard that will develop 
further and be enjoyed for many 
years to come.”

Don't take the risk: 
get flu jab for free 


...and spread the word to the vulnerable

GET flu safe with a flu jab. 

That’s the message from 
health experts as winter 
tightens its grip. 

The jab is free for people over 
65 and over six months with 
weak immune systems or a 
long term health condition. 

NHS Greenwich is 
encouraging people to make 
an appointment with their GP 
or visit one of the participating 
pharmacies to get one. 

Flu is a highly contagious 
infection that anyone can 
catch, and it can be a very 
serious illness for some. 

Those at greater risk 
include people aged 65 or over, 
pregnant women and those 
with health conditions such as 
severe asthma, chest or heart 
complaints and diabetes. 

Retired refuse worker Peter 
Addley and his wife Jennifer, 
from Plumstead, have had 
their flu jab at their GP and feel 
protected as a result. 

Peter said: “With the cold 
climate you never know what 
you are going to get. You have 
to be on guard against the flu 


bugs. People need to have it 
as flu is a killer. Just a little 
jab and it can save your life 
basically.” 

Jennifer, at risk due to a long- 
term health condition, said: 
“The flu jab protects. I have 
not had flu for 10 years since I 


started getting the jab. Before 
that I had the flu and it was 
quite bad.” 

Only two thirds of people 
most at risk from flu in 
Greenwich have had their jab. 
NHS Greenwich is encouraging 
everyone who knows anyone 


who may be at risk to tell them 
how important it is that they 
get protected. 

Steve Whiteman, acting 
director of public health, said: 
“Flu can increase the risk 
of developing more serious 
illnesses such as bronchitis 
and pneumonia, and can make 
existing conditions much 
worse. 

“In most years most people 
become unwell with flu during 
January and February. If 
you’re in any of the £ at risk’ 
groups, the jab is free and is 
a safe way of protecting you 
and your family in a matter of 
minutes. 

“Simply contact your GP 
to arrange a convenient 
appointment and get your jab. 

“It’s quick, safe and free for 
those most at risk from the 
virus”. 

There are also a number of 
NHS pharmacies and walk- 
in centres across Greenwich 
offering the free vaccination. 
You don’t need to make an 
appointment.

Road gritters 
on standby 
for cold snap 

MAIN roads and public transport routes 
will be among the first to be gritted by 
the royal borough in the event of snow. 
Hospital access routes and busy hills will 
also be prioritised ahead of reports of bad 
weather. 

The council will also try to grit or clear 
slopes and stairways in communal areas 
on council estates where possible. And it 
will aim to respond to requests for road 
gritting as quickly as possible. 

Treatments that can be provided include: 

• pre-salting - where rock salt is used on 
the roads to prevent ice from forming 
during frosty conditions 

• post-salting - where rock salt is used to 
melt ice and snow that has already formed 
and snow removal.

RESIDENTS have just a few days left to 
apply for grants to help them make their 
homes warmer and more energy efficient. 
Grants of up to £3,500 are being offered 
through the government's Warm Front 
scheme which provides tailored advice 
and a package of tailor-made heating and 
insulation improvements. 

It is available to people who own their 
own home or rent it from a private 
landlord and are on certain benefits. 

But the deadline for the next round 
of applications ends this weekend on 
Saturday, January 19. 

Properties that have received a grant 
before may still qualify for extra measures 
depending on the improvement they 
originally received.

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THE BAFTA and Oscars 
k I H ^shortlists last week 
i included nominations for 

two movies filmed at the 
V Old Royal Naval College in 

Greenwich. 

Musical epic Les Miserables made 
it into nine categories in the BAFTA 
shortlist, and was nominated for 
eight Oscars. The 23rd James Bond 
film, Skyfall, was nominated for eight 
BAFTAs and five Oscars. 

While Skyfall didn’t make it into the 
best picture category, the snub was 
offset by the news that it has become 
the most successful Bond film ever - box 
office receipts world-wide have reached 
$lbillion (£620million). 

The funeral sequence was shot at the 
ORNC, and much of the action took 
place in south-east London. 

More extensively filmed on location 
was the adaptation of the West End’s 
Les Mis, with cast - starring Russell 
Crowe - and crew spending weeks in

The classical-inspired buildings are no 
stranger to the movie business.

“The Bond funeral scene was filmed 
just below where we are standing,” 
Painted Hall guide Chenoa Bailey 
tells me as I inadvertently lean on the 
oak table where Lord Nelson’s body 
was prepared for his open casket. “It 
is an attractive place for film-makers 
as there is no traffic here - it’s historic, 
very close to central London and the 
frontages of the buildings can be easily 
transformed.”

The hall is home to James Thornhill’s 
famous interior, a lavish floor-to-ceiling 
18th century masterpiece that took 19 
years to complete. But over the years, 
grime, dirt, dust - and even gravy and tea 
stains have left the bright colours in need 
of a lift. 

Experts from Italy have been drafted 
in to undertake the painstaking work 
- 100-ft up on scaffolding, sometimes 
cleaning only one square inch of the west 
wall in a day. 

“We think the tea bag stain came at 
one of the annual Trafalgar Banquets,” 
Chenoa added. “A waitress had been 
insulted by one of the Master of 
Ceremonies and threw the tea bag in 


anger - she managed quite a height. The 
gravy stain appeared after some hijinks 
when the Royal Naval officers used to eat 
in here every day.” 

The last time the hall was restored was 
in the 1950s, and Cleona hopes that the 
current round of work will be good for 
another sixty years. 

The scaffolding that rises out of sight 
inside the cavernous building has 
allowed Chenoa and the team to see the 
brushwork up close for the first time. 

“We’ve noticed many new things,” said 
the guide of 13 years. “There’s a piece 
of coral in a girl’s hand we never saw 
before, and there is a foreshortening 
technique that Thornhill used to make 


the dimensions look correct from the 
ground.” In between painting the vast 
ceiling and the vertiginous west wall, 
Thornhill laid his brush on the dome at 
St Paul’s Cathederal. 

“Thornhill was given the commission as 
the patrons wanted an English Protestant 
to paint it, and not a ‘foreign Catholic’. It 
is traditional English Baroque in style.” 

To get all the dimensions on the ceiling 
correct, the painter first created a scale 
picture on a grid, and then scaled it up by 
using a larger grid on the ceiling, made 
of string.

Andy founded the Icarus Club which 
showcased local musicians, and his partner 
Phil Dearing continues to promote the night 
which is on at the Pelton Arms. 

"Andy always had time for people," Kim 
added. "I think that's why so many people 
loved him. He would never put on cover acts, 
only original material was allowed at his 
nights. 

"It was a hobby which became an obsession! 
He was very thorough in promoting - it was his 
whole life. 

"I'm looking forward to seeing all the acts - 
The Portraits and the Mishaped Pearls should 
be great. Last year everyone got on stage at 
the end - it went a bit mad!" 

And the goodwill continues this year - 
Blackheath Halls has donated the venue for 
the night free of charge.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

RUN machine Mark 
Ramprakash is coming to 
Greenwich later this month 
to pass on the tips of his trade 
to young batsmen. 

One of English cricket’s 
most successful batsmen ever, 
Mark will be leading a series of 
masterclass events, run by local 
coaches Len Sales and Graeme 
Moir. 

The masterclass takes place 
at Avery Hill sports centre, 
Greenwich University, on 
Saturday, January 26, with 
separate sessions for under 11s 
and under 12s up to adults. 

After a successful playing career 
of over 25 years, and over 35,000 
runs, for Middlesex, Surrey and 
England, Ramprakash is a new 
batting coach with England. 

He spoke to GT following a 
successful two-week stint with 
the England Lions on their tour 
of India. “I learned a lot from 
Graeme Thorpe (head batting 
coach) and I learned a lot about 
the Lions programme from very 
talented young players in a very 
professional environment,” he 


told us. “I was really impressed 
with the way things are run.” 

With an ECB Level 4 coaching 
badge he picked up in 2006, 
Mark is enjoying the rewards 
that coaching brings. “What I’ve 
enjoyed about coaching so far 
is that you feel you can make a 
difference to someone,” he said. 

“You feel that with your 
knowledge and experience, you 
can help, either to improve a 
player, or help them if they’re 
having difficulty. 

“It’s very rewarding and that’s 


the big thing about coaching, to 
get that feeling of satisfaction, 
doing something positive.
